ROME, July %.—The conclave of car- 
dinals for the election of Pope began today, 
in the Sistine Chapel of the Vatican. 

The ceremony of the entrance of the car- 
dinale was inaugurated with the celebra- 
tion of the mass of the Holy Ghost in the 
Paulin Chapel of the Vatican. 

The Sacred College, numbering 62 car- 
dinals, the diplomatic corps, the Roman 
aristocracy, the Knights of Malta and a 
few outsiders, capecialiy invited, were 
present, with a profusion of guarde “who 
today had takey.off the mourning emblems 
they had been wearing for Leo XIH. 

Cardinal Serafino Vannutelli officiated. 
After the Veni Sancte Spiritus had been 
intoned, Mer. Cardi, from the _ pulpit 
(which was draped in red and stood in the 
choir), having before him the pontifical 
cross, read the Latin oration, Pro Eligendo 
Pontifice Maximo, exhorting the cardinals 
to make a wise choice in the task befo® 
them. so that the one elected to the su- 
preme diginity shall be a worthy vicar of 
Christ on earth. 

Printed copies of the oration were handed 
to all the cardinals present. 

After the mass the cardinals assembled 
in the hall of the consistory, where the 
rules of the conclave were read, and each 
eardinal took the oath to obey them. 

The discomfort which the cardinals will 
experience by being shut up in the Vatican 
is somewhat lessened by the exceptional! 
weather. which is cloudy. cool and windy. 
the thermometer reaching only 73 in the 
shade, while, generally, at this season, the 
mercury reaches as high as 10 in the shade 
at noon. .

The re- 
mainder is used in home consumption or al- 
lowed to spoil in the fields, as late in the 
season, when the Illinois, Indiana and lowa 
melons get on the market, the price goes 
down to the point at which it is nard to 
realize freight from the small melons, or 
“dinks,"’'as the commission men call them. 

This year the Georgia melons were late. 
They held out well until the Missouri mel- 
ons came. The Indiana, Illinois and lowa 
melons will be late, but not as late as the 
Missouri melons, so the selling time will 
be shortened. 

Th rty-pound melons run 1000 to the car. 
The next size is the 25 pound melons, 1200 to 
the car and then come the “dinks,’’ about 
lo) to the car. The price corresponds to 
the size, under equal conditions. 

The exteremes in prices ran down 
from $1.15 a car on track at the ijleld. 
Weather, temperature, size of melons and 
amount of shipments control the price. 

The first cars from Malden, sold on track 
there Thursday, brought $115. They reached 
St. Louis Friday, the poorest selling day 
of the season. Commiesion men say that 
people will not buy melons on cool days. 

When the shipments from Missouri are 
the heaviest, the melons come in_ train- 
loads. From St. Louis they are distrib- 
uted to all the large cities. 

Dunklin County is in southeast Mis- 
sour!, on the Arkansas line, and in the 
second tier of counties from the Mis- 
sissippi river. 

Two weeks ago the prospect was the 
poorest the section had ever known. Now 
it ts for half a crop of good melons or 
better.

Unionizing the Grave. 

Sociologists and political economists will 
find a fruitful theme for discussion in the 
decision of the Central Trades Union of 
Trenton, N. J., that only union barbers 
may shave the dead. The occasion of this 
decision was the objection of union barbers 
to allowing undertakers to perform this 
post-mortem depilatory office. The far- 
reaching effects of this decision can scarce- 
ly be estimated. It establishes the juris- 
diction of industria! organizations over the 
grave. lt will increase the cost of the 
final obsequies. The departed must be 
clothed in union-made garments; have a 
flower from a union florist, and the service 
read by a union minister. And union prices 
are high. A union barber charges $ to 
ghave a dead man. Of course, a live man 
would rather pay $% to a barber rather 
than be shaved by an undertaker, or a 
blacksmith, but to a corpse, it would not 
greatly matter No doubt it is worth $5 
to a barber to shave a dead man—there is 
no satisfaction in taiking to one after he 
fas shuffied off this mortal coil, but what 
dead man cares by whom he is shaved? 
Other union workmen charge in proportion 
for their services, and under this ruling 
few men could afford to die. It may result 
in making death unpopular.

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W MANY “DUTIES” 
A POLICEMAN HAS! 


Opens Saloons, When Necessary, 
Takes Home Friendly “Jags” 
and Supplies Babies. 


CHARGED WITH MANY ASSAULTS 


There Is Humor Hidden Away in the 
Annual Report of Chief Estima- 
tor Kiely’s Department. 


Under the caption of “‘“Miscellaneous Du- 
ties,’" the annual report of the St. Louis 
police department—just out—presents sta- 
tistics which convince the reading citizen 
that walking his beat is not all of a po 
liceman's duty. 

One of the items: 
Overied.”’ 

Another item states: that 42 mad dogs 
were killed—that means shot at and not 
missed. Just why the work of extermi- 
nating this dangerous pest ceased when 
the total reached 42 is a matter for con- 
jecture, since the St. Louis policemen have 
earned an enviable reputation as crack 
shots. 

Members of the St. Louis Retail Liquor 
Dealers’ Association will no doubt be grat- 


ified to learn that one of the items under 
“Miscellaneous Duties’ states that the po- 
lice assisted 1421 intoxicated persons to find 
their way home. The report does not 
State how often some of those 1421 intox- 
icated persons were tuken home during the 
year, but ordinarily the police do not pla) 
favorites in the performance of thig par- 
ticular class of miscellaneous duties. 

The question is raised, however, that 
if 1421 “‘bundles’’ were taken home what 
was done with the 87 others who became 
intoxicated during the year. No mention 
of them is made in the report. 

In addition to killing 42 mad dogs, open- 


ing 1202 saloons and taking home 1421 in- 


toxicated persons, the police found 1% 
abandoned infants. 

The report says that the police made 13 
“fast runs’’ during the year. No lice- 

man was ever accused previously Of mak- 
ing a fast run. 

If 13 is the average number of fast runs 
made b the department, the combined 
speed of 65 5-13 policemen is to a single 
fast run as 8580 divided by 13 is to 65 5-13, 
or thereabout. 

The report mentions, ‘‘Dangerous as- 
Saults 1342,"’ directly beneath which is the 
item, “Disturbances suppressed, 1471.”’ 

No common assaults are recorded in 
this portion of the report. The miscellan- 
eous duties of a policeman may not com- 
pel him to make any other kind than a 
dangerous assault. 


Drunkenness Now 


an Occupation. 

Under the. caption of “Occupation of 
Males Artfested,’’ appears the item, 
“drunkards, 2." The report does not desig- 
nate whether the two arrested for pur- 
suing their trade without a license or 
trying to incite a riot in the ranks of the 
Drunkards’ Union. Neither does the re- 
port state whether they were registered 
crunkards, or only apprentices. 

Under the “‘duties,”’ is recorded the fol- 
lowing: “‘Attempted suicide, 250.’’ 

Any | music without a license is listed 
among the violations of the city ordinances 
detected by the police. 

Of this species of offenders only 13 are 
recorded. Flat dwellers will not agree with 
the pelice in this statement. They declare 
that more than 13 of their neighbors had 
no license to play a plano. 

The police department during the year 
kept, according’ to the report, an average of 
127 1-6 horses. How the fraction of an ani- 
mal managed to live is not explained. The 
beast was evidently in the service of the 
quartermaster of the Sixth district. 

The report states that the police saved 24 
persons from drowning and that they took 
1341 sick and injured persons to the City 
Hospital 

Stolen and estrayed property and stolen 
money. all amounting to $231,034.52, was re- 
covered by the department The police 
frustrated 877 burglaries and discovered 560 
broken street lamps. 

The report shows that of a total number 
of 25.5644 arrests made during the year, 6641 
of the prisoners were married and 18,923 
were single. The report does not suggest 
the enactment of a law compelling every- 
body to get married and thereby diminish 
the commission of crime. 

According to the report, 4,561 of those 
arrested could read and white, while only 
1008 were illiterate. This/mnight argue that 
education is a step and 
should be abol'shed. 

The men outnumber the women in ar- 

rests to the pretty tune of 14,126. 
The police report gives the population of 
St. TLouls as 858,000, but Chief of Police 
Kiely says this is “only an estimate based 
on the number of persons living at one 
time or another in the various districts.”
